Code of the Century 



We were getting ready for the big offensive. 
Oar productive strength had first repaired the 
terrible blow we had taken at Pearl Harbor. 
Now we knew that we could outstrip the Jap- 
anese in big ships and aircraft. This was of the 
utmost importance to us. In order to take away 
the control of die Philippines from the Japanese, 
two strategic victories must be won. First we 
must have control of the skies. Second we must 
have control of the seas. Both were intertwined. 
If the Japanese kept the control of the skies 
they could blast our carriers as well as* our 
capital ships. For they also had land air bases. 
That meant they could launch their airplanes 
from carriers, bomb us, and then head for any 
of die numerous airfields they had established 
on the small islands. 

If the Japanese kept control of the seas, then 
we would be unable to send our planes into the 
skies. For until we could get land bases, our 
planes would have to be launched from carriers 
and return to those carriers. But we felt that 
with our new superiority we could win. There 
was only one serious obstacle in our way. 
Admiral Kinkaired summed it all up at the high 
level conference which I attended. 

"If the Japanese should know our plans in 
advance then they could concentrate all their 
fighting power at any* segment of our ships 
and destroy them. Once weakened we would 
find it difficult and cosdy to stem the tide of a 
country that has again felt the taste of victory." 

We could rightly assume that the Japanese' 
High Command had already made suitable 
plans on how to meet us once we took the 
offensive. After the war, Admiral Shimoshugu 
did discuss freely with us die essential points 
of the SHO PLAN. The Japanese could find out 
our plans. 

"The Japanese have been able to break every 
code we have so far devised. Unless we can 
come up with something new, we have to go on 
die assumption that once we are in the South 
Pacific War .Area, the enemy will decode our 
messages," continued die Admiral. 

Every eye in the conference room was on me. 
To put it simply, I was on the spot. But there 
was no blame attached to me nor to my staff of 
code experts. The Admiral signaled to me to 
speak. 

"Captain Nelson may have something to say 
about the part his code department will play in 
the offensive," was the way he introduced me. 
To most of the high ranking officers there, 
I was completely unknown. 



"We must understand one fundamental fact 
about secret messages and codes," I began. "Any 
code or secret message that can be devised by the 
ingenuity of one man, can be decoded and read 
by the ingenuity of another man. There is no 
such thing as the perfect code. I do pride myself 
on the staff I have. Some of you have met the 
men under me. They are all experts. But the 
same can be said about the code staff the Jap- 
anese have under the command of Captain 
Kokomo. He is recognized as one of the leading 
code experts in the world. But this much I do 
know. We will find a way to baffle the Jap- 
anese. How much time do I have?" 

I was informed that I had seven weeks in 
which to produce the code. For the invasion 
fleet was set to assemble within three months. 
Not much time to come up with the perfect 
idea. I returned to my quarters. A bit unhappy. 
So I called my staff together and gave them 
orders. 

"Forget sleep but come up with the code oi 
the century!" 

That was the challenge. However the human 
body does need rest and by one die next morn- 
ing we were exausted.I slept in my chair. What 
a nightmare I had! Coding machines, tape re- 
corders, dictionaries, and the experts were all 
chasing me. 

"It can't be done," shouted the tape recorder. 

"It must be done," contradicted the dic- 
tionary. 

The next week we were still trying to find 
the code that was "perfect." We built five of 
them. But each was "broken" by one of our 
experts not in on the construction of the par- 
ticular code. We were getting frantic. Then one 
of the guards came into my office. 

"A Mr. Henry Serra to see you, sir. Says it is 
most important." 

Sure, I remember Henry Serra. We went 
together as students in law school. He had a 
brilliant mind. In fact he really helped me to 
pass two tough subjects in law school. Real 
Property and Evidence. I had said to him what 
most of us do say when we are grateful for a 
favor: "Anything I can do for you, just let me 
know." 

But we were busy. Nothing was more import- 
ant than helping our country win the war. This 
came first.

I'll do it. Is it money you need?" 

"Yes," he replied. "But not for myself. Sure, 
I'm sick. That old heart condition has become 
worse. That's why I'm not wearing a uniform. 
It concerns my father. His life can be saved 
with an operation. I need three thousand 
dollars which is a lot of money, but there isn't 
a person to whom I can turn." 

Out came my check book. I wrote out the 
check for the amount and gave it to a startled 
man. 

"You start working here as soon as we get 
security clearance," I told him. "Five hundred 
dollars a month plus all expense. In your case, 
we will have clearance within 24 hours." 

And at that moment, I had the wonderful 
feeling that we had found a way to beat the 
enemy. The Code they couldn't Crack ! I called 
up on the phone and spoke to Admiral Kin- 
kaired and told him I had to see him at once. 
We had a way to beat the Japanese. He saw me 
in his office. Briefly I outlined the plan to 
him. He was stunned. Then he smiled. 

"You can only prepare against something that 
you can foresee. Well, this is something that the 
Japanese code experts could never have counted 
on in all their training. What can I do for you ?" 
" I need a lot of power in a hurry. To get the 
men I wanted from the different branches of 
our services. No questions to be asked and it 
must be an AAA-1 priority order. I got it. So 
when our fleet was all assembled and ready I 
couldn't help smiling.

Sounds 
simple, doesn't it. Well, the messages we sent 
weren't in code. If we sent them in a foreign 
language, the experts would know what was 
said. 

But there was one language that not a single 
Japanese knew! Sure, the experts knew every- 
thing from Arabic to Swedish-but not the 
tongue of the Navajo Indian! Henry Serra was 
a Navajo Indian. We took every Navajo Indian 
out of whatever branch of the U.S. Service to 
which he was assigned. They went on our boats. 
One talked to another-in the Navajo language. 
No wonder the enemy was licked. This was 
really an unknown language to them. They 
called it the code of the century.
